Water Dist. Trustees 
Meet with P. U. C. 


‘Representatives 


The Trustees of the Bethel Wa- 
ter District met with three repre- 
sentatives of the Public: Utilities 
Commission on Tuesday evening. 
The purpose of the meeting was 
to discuss the present structure's 
inadequacy to meet both operating 
expenses and anticipated capital 
improvements. It was agreed by 
all that the present condition of 
the Water District warrants im- 
mediate corrective action, Both 
the Bethel and West Bethel water 
systems are in need of accelerated 
Maintenance programs to. repair 
and upgrade the existing systems. 

A preventative maintenance pro- 
gram has already begun which. is 
‘very costly due to the deteriorated 
condition of both systems. Future 
expansion, improvements, and re- 
Pairs are inevitable, but construc- 
tion costs are very high. 

If the water system is allowed 
to exist in disrepair and continue 
to deteriorate the cost of upkeep, 
repair and replacement will be 
much higher than if the work were 
done as soon as possible. 

The P.U.C. representatives of- 
fered many suggestions and guide- 
lines to assist the Trustees in meet- 
ing present and future financial 
demands. 
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LACROSSE IS NEW VARSITY 
SPRING SPORT AT GOULD 

Lacrosse, 4 new varsity spring 
Sbort, has heen introduced at 
Gould Academy for the first time 
this year. This sport has a long 
history in North America, having 
been invented and played by the 
Indians of Upstate New York, New 
England and Canada. Ait the time 
of the European settlement of 
North America, a very different 
brand was being played, whereby 
a whole village competed against 
another village, with hundreds of 
Indians involved for several days, 
the dead and injured players be- 
ing carted from the field of play 
by the women of the tribe, 

The game has since been “civil- 
ized” by stringent rules, but the 
nature of the game remains the 
same, that is, to throw and catch 
a, hard rubber ball with a stick, 
called a erosse, that has a net on 
one end, the object being to pass 
the ball form one teammate to an- 
other and then throw it into the 
opposing team’s goal, a 6 foot by 
6 foot net. 

The game is a combination of 
ice hockey and soccer, played by 
10-member teaems. All players 
wear a protective helmet with a 
face mask, padded gloves, arm 
guards and shoulder pads, with the 
goalie wearing a padded vest as 
well. The ball must not be touch- 
ed with the hands, and defensive 
Players have the right to knock the 
ball out of a player's crosse with 
their own crosse, hence the need 
for the padded protection. 

Gould has a total of 27 boys out 
for lacrisse under the direction 
of Coach and Headmaster Donald 
W. Fudge. Unlike baseball, 1a- 
crosse can be played in inclement 
weather, and should be better suit- 
ed to the school’s short spring 
term.

First, you must be able to show 
that you are “income eligible’, 
The income level is for the 12 
months immediately preceding ap. 
plication—and is the total income 
for the entire household. - 

Here is how, you can establish 
eligibility: (a) If you are 60 or 
older and receive §.S1., bring 
your State Medicaid Card; (b) Oth-. 
er people MUST bring an employ- 
er’s statement of income, unem~ 
ployment, AFDC, or payroll stubs, 
That takes care of the first hur- 
dle, eat 
If you are “income eligible’, 
here is how to show that you qua- 
lify for aid with your fuel, utility 
or other energy costs: | 

(a) For aid with an unpaid utili. 
ty bill (natural gas or electricity) 
you must have received a shut-off 
notice from the utility. BRING. 
both the shut-off notice and a. 
Statement of your utility account 
from July 1, 1978 to present date 
(or all your bills for the period). 

(b) For aid with an unpaid fuek 
bill (oil, propane gas or wood) you 
must have less than one week's. 
supply of fuel on hand. BRING a. 
dealer’s statement of your fuek 
account from July 1, 1978, to date 
and a signed statement from: your: 
dealer that you have less than one 
week’s supply of fuel. 

(c) For aid with a paid fuel bill. 
(need: for fuel delivery) you must 
have an energy crisis or need an@: 
lack funds to meet the delivery. 
Bring statement from July 1, 1978, 
and be ready to sign a statement 
of your energy-related crisis and 
lack of funds.

ing the upgrade needs of the sew- 
er collection system and treatment 
facilities necessary to comply 
with Federal and State Wastewater 
Discharge Standards. These pre- 
liminary findings indicate thatthe 
sludge generated during the treat- 
ment pr6cess can best be dispos- 
ed of through agricultural iitiliza- 
tion of the stabilized sludge. Agri- 
cultural utilization of sludge ‘has 
several benefits over other sludge 
disposal methods: it recycles nu- 
trients in the sludge, it is less ex- 
pensive, and it reduces the risk 
of groundwater contamination, 

The purpose of the study is to 
find a locally acceptable site suit- 
able for disposal of sludge from 
the municipal awaste-water ireat- 
ment facility. Preliminary site ev- 
lution, which was performed dur- 
ing Facilities Planning, identified 
several potential sites in the Town 
of Bethel suitable for agricultural 
utilization of sludge. This sludge 
disposal site selection study will 
investigate these areas and will 
determine more precisely their 
suitability for sludge disposal. Cri- 
teria used in site evaluation in- 
clude the ability of the site to ac- 
cept sludge, the location of the 
site, and the willingness of the 
dandowner to sell or lease the site. 

Site selection must be complet-' 
ed before final design of the up- 
graded wastewater treatment fa-' 
cilities is begun. The design of the! 
treatment facilities is determined 
in part by the method of sludge! 
dsposai and the location of the! 
sludge disposal site. Federal reg-| 
ulations also require that a sludge 
disposal site must be available! 
(either purchased, leased, or un- 
der option) prior to commence- 
ment of final design.
